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ROGER TORY PETERSON - ORNITHOLOGIST EXTRAORDINARY 
BY J.G. PARKINSON, F.Z.S. 


Delivered before the Society on the 11th October, 1986 


I wonder how many of my audience today have not heard of Roger Tory 
Peterson, ornithologist extraordinary. A man who, it is fair to say, has 
done more than any other to simplify the field identification of birds. 

What is possibly not so well known is his contribution to the production of 
easily used "Field Guides" on many different aspects of nature, Guides on 
everything from insects to wild flowers to sea shells. In addition the 
"Peterson System" of field identification is used by other authors and 
illustrators of field guides on a wide variety of natural history subjects. 

Roger Tory Peterson was of Swedish descent and was born in Bowen Street, 
Jamestown, New York, on August 28th 1908. From a very early age he developed 
a great interest in nature - everything from birds to butterflies and from 
flowers to turtles. He entered high school at the age of twelve and was very 
soon nicknamed "Professor Nuts Peterson" or “Bugs Peterson". He often caused 
great amusement by arriving at school with such things as snakes, toads or 
birds’ eggs in his pockets, sometimes smelling like a skunk after catching 
one in his butterfly net. His first job was delivering the "Jamestown 
Morning Post", which meant getting up at 3 o'clock in the morning to serve 
his route - as a result he frequently dozed off in class, which of course 
brought down disciplinary measures from his teachers. 

He used his earnings to buy his first camera to be able to take nature 
pictures. By the time he was fifteen he had photographed twenty-five 
species of birds. He was no 'little angel’, however; one of his more serious 
mischiefs being the rolling of dustbins and car tyres down some of the steep 
streets. He was even accused of releasing the hand-brakes of parked cars and 
starting grass fires. Roger got into so many scrapes that someone called him 
"The mischievous boy of Bowen Street". He himself admits that he might easily 
have become the most notoriously bad boy in the community had it not been for 
birds. 

Discipline was just as much a problem at home, and this was in the days of 
"Spare the rod and spoil the child" and he often felt the weight of his 
father's razor strop. Roger's father was upset - and rightly so - because his 
son had no interest in helping in the garden. His attitude was "Why should we 
mow the lawn? Let the grass grow and song sparrows can nest in the shrubbery". 
This arguement didn't impress his father. Roger's whole attitude was to let 
everything go back to nature. 

It was at the age of eleven that birds took over his life. His teacher, a 
lady, started a Junior Audubon Club, the members buying for ten cents a 
series of ten little leaflets about birds. (I will be mentioning these 
leaflets again later in my talk). Each one had four pages of text and a 
coloured picture of the bird and a page for the student to colour. 

Roger, with two kindred spirits, had established twenty bird feeding 
stations near the town and winter bird feeding became a passion. Every other 
day when the bell concluded their studies they would don their skis and start 
for the woods, often with the temperature ten or more below zero. What money 
they had been able to save having been spent on sun-flower seed, cracked corn 
and suet. 

Throughout his adolescence his relationship with his father remained stormy. 
His father just could not understand his interest in birds. Often he would 
remark "So you've been out after birds again, haven't you seen them all before? 
and look at your clothes, nobody with any sense would stay out in the rain”. 
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He simply could not understand Roger's interest in birds. (How true that is 
of many of our friends and relations today). At the age of thirteen he won 
his first prize - two dollars for his sketch of a butterfly. 

It was about this time that Roger came across a book that was to be a 
great influence on his future career. Called "Two Little Savages", it was 
about two little boys who lived as Indians and what they learned about nature. 
Roger identified himself with the hero, whose father had little interest in 
his son's birding. Like Roger he wanted to run away and be free. At this 
time his talent for art was developing and the illustrations in the book of 
river and sea ducks sparked his yearning to know in detail the characteristics 
of every creature, especially birds. With this in mind he thought of the 
idea of selecting some point on each bird as being the best recognition 
feature. This then became the idea behind the Peterson Field Guides and the 
Peterson System of bird identification. In the guides there is a little 
arrow pointing to these identification marks. 

It is worth mentioning that at this period in his life few people remember 
that butterflies and moths were equally important to him. As an illustration 
of this, at the age of tweive, he was most interested in collecting moths. 

His pursuit of moths was hampered by the Jamestown curfew law which required 
all children to be off the streets when the siren blew at 8.45 p.m. (Oh: 

for a similar law today). This really vexed him as the moths didn't show up 
until 9,15 at the earliest. Sot he trotted down to the City Hall and 
explained his problem to the Police Chief. The Chief's reaction was decisive - 
he instructed his secretary to type out a permit which read simply - "This 
permits Roger Peterson to catch moths around street lights until 11 p.m. 
Signed F. Johnson, Chief of Police". A lot of status for a boy of twelve. A 
story is told of a reported ghost being sighted in the local cemetery, 
floating over tombs and flitting between gravestones. As you no doubt guess 
it was only Roger's long and filmy butterfly net: For some reason cemeteries 
are reputed to be the best places of all to catch moths. 

It was at this period that he developed a strong interest in flowers, plants 
and trees. 

So the scruffy Roger "Nuts" Peterson grew, finishing high school at 
sixteen. He received the highest marks in the class for Art, History of Art, 
and Mechanical Drawing. Under his class photograph of 1925 is written - 
"Woods, Birds, flowers - here are the makings of a great naturalist". 

Leaving school in 1925 Roger had to choose between two job opportunities. 
One to become an engineering draughtsman (favoured by his father); the other 
to do decorative work on Chinese furniture. He chose the latter although it 
paid him only eight dollars a week. His interest in birds did not falter, 
however, and he spent every spare moment watching them. Out of his meagre 
wage he saved enough to go to one of the meetings of the American 
Ornothologists' Union. It was held in New York at the American Museum of 
Natural History. It was a three-day event during November 1925. This proved 
to be an occasion that was to set the pattern for his whole future. Here he 
met some of the leading ornithologists of the day. Not only that, but he was 
to see two of his own works at the exhibition. Although only seventeen in the 
August, he had had the temerity to submit two paintings to the art show. Both 
water colours, one was of a kingbird and the other a humming bird. 

It was here that he met possibly the greatest American ornithologist of the 
period, a man named Ludlow Griscom. Roger made a big impression on the great 
man and was bold enough to ask him to sign his application form for American 
Ornithologists' Union membership. 

Within a year of his trip to the A.0.U. meeting he exhibited again - this 
time at a bird art exhibition in Los Angeles. His entries were an oil painting 
of a great horned owl and a charcoal of a screech owl. The entry in the 
catalogue stated "Roger Tory Peterson, a student working at present under the 
noted lacquer artist, Willem Dieperink von Langereis; is but seventeen years 
of age and has barely launched upon his artistic career which has the promise 
of being a notable one. All his spare time is devoted to sketching, painting 
and studying birds in nature. He used his camera as an ally in recording 
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attitudes and postures; this early training will stand him in good stead 
when he comes to a mature mastery of his technique". 

Going to New York proved a turning point in his career. By 1927 he had 
saved enough money to return there and enrol at the Art Students League of 
New York. At the Art Students League there were no entrance requirements nor 
were students required to have had any previous training or to take an 
examination. 

While bird watching and the study of art were his two loves, he still had 
to support himself and pay his fees at the Art League. He took classes in 
the afternoon and obtained a job decorating furniture in the mornings. 

Roger's main interest in art was birds and their environment, but he did not 
learn to paint birds at the school. He did, however, learn realism which was, 
he felt, what the Academy was all about. 

Leaving the Academy Roger spent five summers as a nature counsellor at a 
summer camp. Here he met Clarence E. Allen who had founded the camp and was 
to become a tremendous influence on his life. Allen also ran a private day 
school in Boston for "sons of gentlemen". At the end of the summer of 1931 
he took Roger to the school to help in the science department teaching natural 
history; he also taught drawing and painting. It was here, working at night, 
that he started preparing his first "Field Guide to the Birds". It is 
remarkable that the book, with its Peterson System of bird identification, was 
ever published. Roger was only 25 and unknown. He had sent the book to a 
Mr. Allen, editor of a publishing company, who was also chairman of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society. So it was in 1933 that Allen realised that he 
was looking at a brand new species of quide book. 

In his editorial report he wrote "Peterson's book is conceived on entirely 
new lines. The principal feature of the book is diagrammatic drawings to 
show the appearance of the bird in the field. The figures on each plate are 
so arranged as to bring together the species that are most similar and most 
likely to be confused, and the diagnostic marks of the species are pointed out 
by arrows. It is a book that would appeal not only to beginners but to the 
more advanced ornithologists and I think will prove practically indispensible 
to students of birds in the field", 

The field guide sold 2,000 copies (all they had published) the first week 
and a great rush was required to get it reprinted in order to meet the sudden 
demand. Now over two million copies have been sold. It was as a result of 
this book that in November 1934 he was invited to become a member of the staff 
in New York of the National Association of Audubon Societies where he was 
later to become educational director and later still an Audubon lecturer and 
writer. 

One of his early tasks was to go round the various school systems in North 
East America where they were using the Junior Audubon Club leaflets | 
referred to earlier in my address. His task was to evaluate the impact of | 
the leaflets on the Audubon educational work. He considered that these | 
leaflets were more for experienced ornithologists rather than school children 
for whom they were intended. He changed all that and also made a distinction 
between texts for younger and older children. He planned separate texts for 
those nine and under, and one for those ten and over. As a result of his 
work the membership of the Junior Audubon Clubs topped 400,000 and it is 
estimated that during the years that Roger wrote them they reached nine 
million children, 

Even during his war years 1943-1945 he was inevitably involved with birds | 
in his own unique way with Roger Tory Peterson know-how. First, plane 
identification based on his bird identification method. A Plane-Spotters' 
Handbook was prepared showing how both enemy or friendly planes could be 
recognised by several basic things, just like birds, silhouette, pattern and 
wing dihedral (wing angle). Secondly he was able to prepare instructional 
manuals for the Army based on his experience in preparing educational 
material for the Junior Audubon Clubs. Some of the manuals he helped to 
prepare dealt with defusing land-mines, road building and assembling Bailey 
bridges. Thirdly his knowledge of colours and art led to work with the 
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Army's camouflage programme. He was also involved with research into the 
effects on nature of using DDT. 

After the war Peterson did not return to the Audubon Societies staff but 
devoted his time to writing and painting. His first important book, other 
than the Field Guide, was "Birds Over America" published in 1948, of which 
it was said "This will stand as the best record of bird watching in the 
mid-century". Also during this period he started writing many articles for 
magazines, amongst them the National Geographic, International Wildlife, and, 
of course, Audubon. He also continued to paint and lecture for the Audubon 
Society. As the guides became more popular, people began merely to say 
"Have you got Peterson?" rather like today when we say "Hoover", it being 
synonymous with a vacuum cleaner. During this period he collaborated with a 
lady named Margaret McKenny in starting "A Field Guide to Wildflowers", 
which took twenty years to write and was not published until 1968. Roger did 
all the drawings of flowers, numbering over 1,500. He used the same arrow 
identification as for birds. 

The idea of being involved in a European guide came in 1949 when he met 
Guy Mountfort (later to be awarded the 0.B.E.), at that time Secretary of the 
British Ornithologists Union, at Hawk Mountain, a famous raptor-watching 
point in Pennsylvania. Mountfort, a keen amateur naturalist, had been toying 
with the idea of a European guide. Fired by mutual zeal they decided to go 
into partnership on the project. Mountfort's main responsibility was to be 
the descriptive text. Today Mountfort is a Past-President of the British 
Ornithologists Union and until recently was President of the Hampshire 
Ornithological Society. 

In 1950 Peterson met James Fisher, M.A., F.L.S., F.Z.S., author, broadcaster 
and ornithologist, who, as an R.S.P.B. Council member, had also played a 
leading role in the development of that Society. Many long-serving members 
of our Society will remember James Fisher; in 1960 he became our President 
and was, strangely enough, succeeded by W.P. Winter, B.Sc., whose niece Miss 
R. Winter, I now succeed. They met on Peterson's first trip abroad on the 
island of Gothard in the Baltic Sea and became firm friends - his life was 
never to be the same again. James Fisher was Natural History Editor at 
Collins, pre-eminent among British publishers of natural history books. 
Peterson wanted Collins to publish "A Field Guide to European Birds"; Fisher 
was keen on the project and at his suggestion Philip Hollom, a widely 
travelled and fine field ornithologist, was invited to join them as a 
collaborator. Hollom was to be responsible for the preparation of the 
distribution maps. He is well known to British ornithologists as Editor of 
"The Popular Handbook of British Birds" and at one time Editor of "British 
Birds" magazine. 

For the next three years the authors travelled all over Europe and during 
their travels consulted 71 ornithologists in 27 countries. While the book 
was in preparation Peterson lived in London, where his co-authors worked. 

For eight months he stayed at the Savile Club working on the illustrations 
and meeting Mountfort and Hollom two or three times a week to discuss progress. 

In 1954 the book was published by Collins under the title "A Field Guide 
to the Birds of Britain and Europe". Since then nearly one million copies 
have been sold in twelve different languages. With the exception of "A Field 
Guide to the Birds" mentioned earlier and published in 1934 it has now sold 
more copies than any other book on birds. The first edition was reprinted 
eight times and a second edition in 1966 reprinted four times. A third 
edition in 1974 was reprinted five times and the latest edition was published 
in 1983. 

The fntroduction to the first edition was written by Sir Julian Huxley, who 
in the last paragraph writes "The publication of the Field Guide seems to me 
an event of considerable importance to science as well as to natural history 
and will certainly extend the range of interest of ornithologists in this 
country, and will help to convince them that the study of the natural history 
of single countries is insufficient, and that European ornithology deserves 
to be pursued in its entirety".

In 1970 James Fisher had a fatal road accident - he was only 58. This was 
a shock to the entire ornithological world and Peterson had lost his most 
valued friend. He wrote James’ obituary for "British Birds" and also the 
eulogy at Copinsay, the island in the Orkneys which later became the James? 
Fisher Memorial Conservation Island and was dedicated in 1973. 

It is rather fitting to quote the final paragraph of the preface to the 
fourth edition, written by Peterson, Mountford and Hollom in 1983: 


"Our late friend and colleague, James Fisher, Natural History Editor of 
William Collins, fathered the production of the original Field Guide 

in 1954, It is therefore with particular pleasure that, thirty years 
later, we acknowledge the enthusiastic encouragement and technical skill 
of his son, Crispin Fisher, in the production of this revised edition". 


We all use various names for people whose interest is birds - 
ornithologists, birders, bird lovers and bird watchers being among the more 
polite ones. Peterson insisted on being called a bird watcher; Darwin was a 
bird watcher - his studies of the Galapagos Finches resulted in his great 
theory - 'The Origin of Species'. 

A great thrill for all bird watchers is to see a rare bird like the Ross's 
Gull. Up to 1975 Peterson had never seen one and when one turned up in 
Massachusetts in March of that year, bird watchers from all over the United 
States came to see "The bird of the century". The Ross's Gull is so rare 
that it is seldom seen even in its own habitat along the rivers of 
Siberia. It has always been the glamour bird to the hard-core bird watchers. 
I have included this item about the Ross's Gull because some of you will 
remember that on Ist July 1974 a Ross's Gull was sighted on Stanpit Marshes 
and quite a number of members of this Society were privileged to see it on 
several occasions. The bird stayed around until 20th August and as in 
America the following year, bird watchers flocked from all over the British 
Isles to catch a glimpse of this very rare bird. (A story is told of a 
policeman who when told the people had come to see the gull with pinkish 
twinges said "Well if I'd seen a pink seagull I'd keep quiet about it". 

In addition to his artistic talents Peterson was also a persistent and 
dedicated photographer and at one point in his career he said he was even 
more enamoured of it than painting. He is reputed to have over 100,000 
slides, of which over 10,000 are of penguins, on which bird he wrote a full 
length book. He used his photography as reference material for his painting 
to check for detail and accuracy. One of his photographic adventures was in 
the South American Andes where he had gone to photograph James's Flamingo 
which was believed to be extinct. The altitude of the nesting grounds was 
14,000 ft. One telescopic photograph showed hundreds of James's Flamingos 
sitting on their nests with snow on their backs. Peterson was the first 
naturalist to see all six world species of flamingos in the wild. He was also 
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very active in documentary film-making. The first full length film he was 
involved with being one of the Galapagos Islands which, incidentally, was the 
first colour television shown in Canada. He also appeared on many B.B.C. and 
Anglia television programmes, often with James Fisher and Sir Peter Scott. 

As was to be expected he became very active in the field of conservation, 
With Sir Peter Scott, Guy Mountfort and others he was involved very early with 
the World Wildlife Fund and its formation in 1962, and was on its Board of 
Directors until 1976. In 1972 he was the first American to receive its Gold 
Medal Award. It was only natural that in 1964 he became involved in the uproar 
about the effect of DDT on wild life, being no stranger to pesticide research, 
having been assigned to DDT studies by the Air Force in 1945. In 1972 DDT was 
banned in the United States. 

In 1974, the 40th anniversary of the publication of his first field guide, 
he announced that he was going to devote the rest of his life to gallery 
painting. He was now 66. In his youth lack of money had restricted his 
travels. When he started making lecture tours for the National Audubon Society 
he really started to travel. He went to all the States of the United States 
and all the provinces of Canada. He visited 80 countries and each of the 
world's seven continents. In 1973 he visited all of them and the Arctic as 
well. In 1974 the Explorers! Club awarded him its prestigious Explorers' 
Medal in recognition of being the world's most travelled ornithologist. 

Despite his decision in 1974 that he was to devote the rest of his life to 
painting he was unable to divorce himself entirely from writing about birds. 
In 1980, at the age of 72, the man who had turned bird watching into a 
Super-sport, compiled a book by which he hopes the future will remember him. 
This was the fourth edition of Roger Tory Peterson's "A Field Guide to the 
Birds", entirely revised and years in the making, with every bird redrawn in 
larger size. Whereas the first edition, published in 1934, had an initial 
printing of only 2,000 copies, the fourth edition had an advance printing of 
350,000 copies, plus a limited edition of a thousand copies bound in leather 
for connoisseurs and signed by the author. In 1983, aged 75, Peterson was 
star speaker at an R.S.P.B. Members' Weekend, where he was described as "A 
Man who revolutionised bird watching techniques and made bird identification 
easier for thousands of people". Even now, at the age of 78, this 
remarkable man is in demand; only this year he was invited to write the 
foreword to "Shorebirds", an identification guide to the waders of the world, 
which was published in May. 

Before closing my address I had intended to list the various honours and 
awards bestowed on Peterson, together with his output of books, field guides 
etc. However I quickly realised they are too numerous to name individually. 

I have tried therefore to give some idea of his achievements by giving 
approximate totals: Peterson was Editor, Author, Artist or Collaborator in 
more than 100 field guides and books; he wrote over 12 forewords, the most 
recent being this year. He has written articles for over 16 publications and 
produced over 100 educational leaflets and filmed and narrated 4 motion 
pictures. There have been more than 20 exhibitions of his work and his 
paintings have been hung in 20 or more public collections. 

The list of his activities and Professional Affiliations is impressive, 
numbering 60 or more and encompassing Art, Biology, Conservation, Education, 
Natural History, Ornithology, Research, Science and World Travel. 

Equally impressive is the list of honours and awards: 8 Honorary Degrees, 
14 Honorary Awards in the field of conservation, 10 in the field of education, 
2 in literature, 10 in natural history, 9 in ornithology, 3 in public service 
and 1 in science generally. The list seems endless. 

In conclusion, there is no doubt that Roger Tory Peterson senses his own 
worth, Unlike George Bernard Shaw, who said of himself "I am a genius", he has 
not admitted he is a genius in so many words. He is reported as saying "I am 
beginning to be recognised now, not only as a naturalist of the old school but 
as an artist". 

The word "Extraordinary" tends to be overdone in describing unusual people 
or events. I feel sure you will agree that Roger Tory Peterson amply merits 
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that description. 

The Peterson System of bird identification alone assures him of a place in 
history. His field guides, his books, his teaching and lecturing and now his 
bird paintings further establish his permanence in the archives of great men. 
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The Society's 83rd year has followed the well established pattern of many 
predecessors with a very full programme of lectures, field meetings and 
expeditions and almost without exception they have been well supported. 

The President Miss Ruth Winter has been very popular and has carried out 
her duties with charm, dignity and efficiency. Miss Winter, it might be 
noted, has followed an illustrious predecessor, an uncle, Mr. W.P. Winter 
who was President in 1961/2. 

The return of Halley's comet and the 900th anniversary of Domesday Book, 
two major events of historic and scientific importance, have received due 
attention in the programme of activities. 

Halley's comet was not only the subject of astronomical attention, but also 


a study of the historical record was provided in a talk by Mr. Graham Teasdill. 


Many members made a sighting and some of those more senior had their second 
view, having seen it previously in 1910. (An event well recorded in the 
Proceedings of the Society). 

The Domesday Book anniversary was marked by an introductory lecture by Miss 
Phyllis Winter who later arranged an expedition to London for members to see 
the special exhibition at the Public Records Office where the original work 
was seen with much supporting material. The Society offers congratulations 
to Mrs. Chome's daughter who traced the family's ancestry back beyond 
Domesday Book (a task of five years), and was selected for special attention 
in the exhibition. 


Membership. October Ist 1985 was marked by the introduction of the £10 
subscription. The loss of members due to the increase was less than expected, 
due no doubt to the excellent value membership offers. There has also been a 
steady intake of new members maintaining the total at about 500. 

Among the members lost through death must be mentioned Miss Frances 
Penrose who had been a member for over 70 years. A few weeks before her 
passing the Council decided to acknowledge this notable achievement by passing 
a formal resolution of greeting and good wishes which was sent to her with a 
gift of flowers. They were most charmingly acknowledged. 

Heywood Sumner, a distinguished artist and archaeologist and past president 
of the Society, 1926/28, was the subject of tribute from Winchester City 
Museum and the Hampshire Museum and Art Society who sponsored an exhibition of 
his work supported by a study conference. The Society was represented at the 
conference by Miss Hayball and Miss Stocker. A catalogue of his work and a 
biographical study written by Mr. Barry Cunliffe have been placed in the 
Library. 


Programme. The programme of lectures, field meetings and expeditions has 
folTowed its well established pattern and is dealt with in detail under the 
section headings but in summary it is interesting to record that there have 
been 101 lectures, 81 field meetings, 13 expeditions, 7 ciné shows and 5 
social functions. The social functions were supplemented by two additional 
events in the garden to which members were invited. 

Audiences for the film shows were declining early in the year and having 
regard to the growing difficulties of getting together programmes of interest

and the increasing cost of postage delivery costs and the like on the films, 
we decided to give film shows a rest as a regular feature of our programme, 
There will therefore be no special afternoons in the coming winter season but 
this will not preclude the use of films for special purposes. Mr, Bradley 
Martin who has borne the responsibility for getting together and presenting 
the film shows for so long has been accorded our grateful thanks, 

Innovations this year have been the study groups for small numbers of keen 
members. Mrs. Vera Copp for Geology and Mrs. Stella Thomas for Botany have 
been the leaders of these groups which, of course, are additional to the 
meetings numbered above. 

The high level of activity is not maintained without a great deal of 
planning and organising undertaken by the section leaders and their committee, 
The results appear in the quarterly ‘yellow pages' which are prepared for 
printing by Mrs. Molly Saunders and Mrs, Maddox. We record our thanks to them 
all. Our appreciation must also go to the field meeting leaders, lecturers, 
and chairmen for their contribution to our very active programme. 

The lecture programme would not be possible without the slide projectionists. 
Mr. John Mitton who with the help of Mr. Crawshaw has for many years provided 
an unfailing service suffered a fall earlier in the year which has kept him 
from us and Mr. Crawshaw was ill for some time and has had to give up. Asa 
result, we have a new team who are working themselves into the job and we hope 
will accept the responsibilities of this vital service and nomination for the 
official appointments at the A.G.M, 

The ladies of the Tea Committee provide the other popular feature of the 
lecture afternoons and we are most appreciative of the cheerful service and 
enjoy the teatime following the talks. The tea ladies also arrange social 
occasions and give valuable help for the New Year party and the Garden Party. 
We thank Mrs. Drew who, as Chairman of the Entertainment Committee, has 
organised enjoyable parties for the last two years and provided funds for the 
Society. 

The President's Spring Lunch has become a popular feature and Miss Ruth 
Winter graced a very happy occasion this year. 


Library. A large number of members use the facilities provided by the 
library. A number of new books have been purchased this year and there have 
been other additions by gift. The stock of books has increased markedly in 
recent times and an accommodation problem cannot be far away. However the 
librarian, the committee and the helpers who devote Tuesday mornings to 
working in the Library earn our thanks for keeping everything in good order. 


The Garden. Miss Mary Blower and her team of very keen helpers continue 
to spend many hours in our garden and we all benefit from watching the 
increasing range of trees and shrubs mature and flower. They are accorded 
our grateful thanks and appreciation for their devotion, 

Recently our gardener of a great many years decided to retire, and as a 
result we have acquired a new motor mower and have recruited Mr. Garlinge 
to undertake the routine work which is beyond the capacity of the volunteers. 
The arrangement is working very well. 

The garden makes a valuable contribution to its own running costs; Miss 
Blower propagates many plants which with other seedlings are offered for sale 
to members. The proceeds are devoted to the purchase of new material. 

The garden not only provides a beautiful and peaceful place in the middle 
of a busy town but it provides a delightful setting for our Garden Party; 
it has also been used for a D.T.N.C. Jubilee Coffee Morning and a 
"Strawberry Fayre’. 


The House. Our premises have received a great deal of attention this 
year. the painting of the south and west sides of the house has been 
completed with a number of essential repairs. A major part of the electrical 
wiring inside has been modernised and the forecourt has been resurfaced, 

This latter has proved very popular with the members but the other items 
were considered important for the upkeep of our property, A mishap in the 
course of the work on the forecourt caused a fracture in the gas main and has 
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resulted in unforeseen expense but the meter and supply equipment have been 
updated. For the record it must be stated that the supply pipe from the 
road is still only about four inches below the surface giving insufficient 
cover by modern standards. Caution should also be exercised in any matters 
concerning other supply mains for water, electricity and drainage. 

An addition to the South wall of the house is a fine terracotta sundial 
kindly provided by Mr. Fred Wilson in memory of his wife. The artist is 
Mr. D. Ballantyne of Highcliffe. 

The expenditure of over £6000 has been made possible by an accumulation 
of legacies and surpluses and although much more could be done, expenditure 
for the foreseeable future must be restricted to essential work only. 

Museum. Mr. W.J. (Bill) Whitsed was elected Curator at the A.G.M. in 
succession to Mr. Graham Teasdill and after feeling his way into the 
responsibilities of his appointment has been energetically improving the 
museum facilities. He regularly arrives with his bag of tools for some job 
in the museum or with some piece of apparatus which has been taken home for 
improvement or repair. We really are most appreciative of his constructive 
approach to the job. This work is providing much which could not be 
afforded in any other way. 

The curator's room now houses a New Forest diorama from the Russell-Cotes 
Museum and other mammalia displays. The old darkroom has been cleared out 
and when a roof leak can be cured and redecoration undertaken some highly 
usable space will be available. The slide room has been cleared and reduced 
to some order, and the attic has been tidied; all this results from the 
energetic work of the Curator. The clearance work has revealed unused items 
and surplus material and we have authorised its disposal subject to 
safeguards. 

The Open Day was organised under the chairmanship of Mr. Bill Whitsed and 
was its usual success with a large number of visitors. A number of 
applications for membership both on the day and since have resulted from the 
publicity. 


Accommodation. The Dorset Trust for Nature Conservation, lately the 
D.N.T., continue our valued tenants. In May we negotiated a new agreement 
for the occupancy of our rooms for the next three years. We are pleased to 
collaborate with them from time to time for the advancement of causes in 
which we share an interest. 

The Bournemouth Philatelic Society continue the regular use of the lecture 
hall for their meetings and we have been pleased to provide similar 
facilities for the Bournemouth Museums and Arts Society who became regular 
tenants in January. 


Finance. Mr. Philip Whieldon as our Treasurer has kept the accounts of 
the Society under continuous review and has submitted monthly reports on 
jncome and expenditure. This detailed work and the close cooperation which 
he has from his assistant Mrs. Iris Towndrow and from Mrs. Hooton-Smith who 
keep the membership and subscription records, the petty cash and field meeting 
accounts, enable us to assure the membership that they could not be better 
served. Our thanks to these hard working members cannot be adequately 
expressed, 

Mr. Whieldon has also initiated a review of the long term financial 
prospects for the Society up to 1990. The President and Mr. W.H. Lee joined 
him in a special study, the result of which was reported to the August meeting 
of the Council. This we felt to be of such importance as to merit a special 
section of this report. Mr. Whieldon has provided the following: 

For many years expenditure has been covered by. income although the capital 
value of reserves has been eroded by inflation. 

The cost of running the Society rises by about 10% per annum excluding 
major expenditure items on improvements such as the forecourt resurfacing. 

On the other hand projections of income show a steady decline mainly 
because half our investment income is from investments where interest rates 
are falling. 
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In addition, when expenditure in any one year exceeds income - as is 
projected to happen in 1986/7 and afterwards - there is a fall in invested 
reserves which accentuates the fall in investment income for the future. 

The financial projections indicate that the Society is moving into a 
state where year-by-year it will be spending from reserves and not paying 
its way. This is not a sound financial outlook for the long term future. 

To balance the books it will be necessary to generate a steady, reliable 
additional! income of about £2000 or 20% more in current money values. 

The Council, being now aware of the financial outlook, asks what action 
could be taken to ensure a successful future? The list of possibilities 
include: subscription changes, a continued drive for covenanted subscriptions, 
(the tax element provides a reliable and repeating source of additional 
income), more fund raising events, appeals for more legacies; more use of 
the premises, lecture hall, garden etc., for letting income; sponsorship, 
liason with academic and kindred bodies and a continuing drive for active 
new members. 


Personalia. The final section of this report must be our tribute to all 
those who help to keep this active society going. Reference has already 
been made to those who organise the programme of activities and those who 
have worked on the Museum and the display of our treasures. There are then 
the Tea Ladies and Mrs. Garlinge who are in continual demand for tea and our 
entertainment. The regular band of workers in the Library, the deputy 
secretary who keeps the records of our meetings and, of course, the Chairman 
who ensures the efficient completion of our business. To them all we 
express our thanks. 

We now look forward to a new year with Mr. George Parkinson as our 
President. He will be installed by Miss Ruth Winter on October 11th. Mr. 
Parkinson is a keen naturalist and a very experienced member of the Society. 
He has been a regular leader of field meetings, both long and short, chairman 
of lecture meetings, a lecturer and for the last four years Chairman of 
Council, He will be supported by Mrs. Mollie Parkinson a past President and 
the popular chairman of the Tea and Entertainments committee, a husband and 
wife combination unique in the long history of the Society. The prospects 
are excellent for a busy and happy year 1986/87.

HEYWOOD SUMNER, THE UNSUNG HERO 


The above is quoted from Barry Cunliffe's preface to his book, "Heywood 
Sumner's Wessex". Those of us who were present at the conference earlier 
this year, and saw the exhibition in Winchester, devoted to Heywood Sumner, 
would agree whole heartedly. 

The many facets of Heywood Sumner's art and activity in archaeological 
work were described in the papers given by several speakers during the 
morning and afternoon sessions. 

A visit to the exhibition which was in an art school some distance from 
the Conference centre at the Guildhall, had to be fitted in during the lunch 
hour. This was quite inadequate for the attention and appreciation it so 
well deserved. 

The highest praise certainly went to Miss Elizabeth Lewis, Curator, 
Winchester City Museum, who with her colleagues arranged this splendid 
exhibition. Among the items displayed were specimens of designs for 
wallpaper and fabric, photographs of his sgraffito work in ten churches, 
some of his original paintings and the original drawings of archaeological 
sites, all bearing his distinctive, formalised style of design. There were 
the manuscripts of his books together with their printed editions. But my 
personal greatest pleasure was to see again the tapestry, "The Chase", for 
which he created the design, based on a New Forest scene. 

Also included were visits to Number One, The Close, Winchester and the 
following day to St. Agatha's Church, Landport, Portsmouth, where actual 
sgraffito work could be seen. His parents lived in the Close at Number 
One. Special permission was given to enter St. Agatha's by the Admiralty, 
as they now use the church for storage. 

It was a very stimulating experience and I am grateful to the Society for 
giving me the opportunity to attend the conference devoted to one of our 
most distinguished former presidents (1926-1928). 

Members are reminded that we have two related recent publications in the 
lending library, the above mentioned book by Barry Cunliffe and "Heywood 
Sumner: Artist and Archaeologist 1853-1940", edited by M. Coatts and 
Elizabeth Lewis.

The 1985-1986 season opened with an impressive lecture by Mrs. Blake on 
the History of the Jews in England. In a lecture on the excavation of 
Viking York, Mr. Addyman gave us an illuminating insight into some of the 
techniques employed in modern archaeological research, and Mr. Barton gave 
us an interesting up-date on the work that had been done on the Hengistbury 
Head site. On December 21st, a new member, Mr. Alan Willis charmed us all 
with his seasonal lecture on Christmas Cards. 

The New Year began with a lecture by the Rev. D.E.C. Jardine on one of 
the world's most important archaeological sites, namely Israel. This was 
followed by an absorbing lecture from Mr. Teasdill on the many delights of 
our own museum. Mr. McQueen gave us an unusual insight into what might wel] 
be described as “one man's museum", illustrated by articles from his own 
collection. Later in the year, in a most stimulating lecture Mr. Oldham 
discussed the subject in a wider context. 

Further lectures on archaeological subjects were given by Mr. Lucas, who 
described the excavation of the Roman Villa at Halstock; by Mr. Saunders, 
who gave a most impressive lecture on Stonehenge, and by Mr. Bainbridge, 
whose lecture on the Studland Bay Project gave us some fascinating insights 
into marine archaeology, and the hazards encountered by divers. 

Well researched local history lectures on Victorian Boscombe and on the 
History of Poole were given by Mr. Young and Mr. Blake respectively. A 
riveting lecture on the Sokoto Caliphate was given by Miss Finnemore, who 
had taught in Northern Nigeria for seven years. Another enchanting lecture, 
on a very different subject was that given by Mr. Noel Anderson on The Great 
Exhibition of 1851 at which members were able to see a dinner plate that was 
actually bought at the Great Exhibition, which Mrs. Chomé had most kindly 
brought to the meeting. 

The history of far away places was well represented in lectures by our own 
members. Our Society is indeed fortunate to have among its members intrepid 
travellers, who are prepared to face the rigours of travel in out of the way 
places, returning to give us "armchair travellers" the benefit of their 
expeditions, three of whom, Miss Bennetts, Miss Davis and Mr. Lee have given 
beautifully illustrated lectures on The Tiwi People, China and Morocco 
respectively. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank Mr. Teasdill for the excellent 
programme of visits which he arranged for the Archaeology and History Section.

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The activities of the Section consisted of six lectures, 

The first lecture was delivered on October 19, 1985. It was entitled 
‘The Search for Extra-terrestrial Intelligence’ and the speaker was Bob Mizon, 
a local French teacher who has started an Astronomy '0' level class from 
scratch. He is a keen local astronomer and the title of his talk reflects 
one of his main interests - namely does intelligent life exist elsewhere in 
the Universe? In recent years attempts have been made by radio astronomers 
both to transmit messages to any potential listener in space and also to 
listen for any messages beamed at us. The language of any communication 
must be pure mathematics - in a sense the 'lingua franca’ of the universe. 

On November 9, Colin Pither gave a lecture entitled "Who's Who on the 
Moon", Colin is an eminent local amateur observer with many interests, one 
of which is the moon, In his talk he explained how the various features on 
the moon - craters, mountain ranges, rills, domes and 'seas' - have been 
named by earth-bound observers. More recently, features hitherto unknown 
have been photographed on the far side of the moon by spacecraft. 

On December 14, the Section Chairman gave a talk about ‘The Motion of the 
Earth. Although is seems fixed to us (as indeed was generally believed until 
the modern era) the earth is subject to a variety of motions. These include: 
rotation on its axis (the ‘day'); revolution about the sun (the ‘year"); 
motion with the sun both about the centre of the Milky Way and with the 
random' drift of the sun relative to local stars; movement with the Milky 
Way in its 'local group' orbit; movement of this local group of galaxies 
with respect to the local Virgo 'supercluster' of galaxies; finally the 
observable ‘universe’ may be rotating slowly as a whole! 

In the new year, on February 8, 1986, Andrew Chisholm, a local amateur 
astronomer, delivered a talk entitled ‘Great Telescopes'. Rather than review 
the history of the Astronomical optical telescope comprehensively, Andrew 
highlighted this history by referring to specific examples: the pioneering 


‘work of Newton and others to bypass the false colour problem of the long 


refractors of the 17th century; the work of William Herschel who built the 
world's largest reflector, superseded in the mid-19th century by Lord Ross's 
"Leviathan of Parsonstown'. In the 20th century the story has been entirely 
one of huge and very costly reflectors, With the hoped-for launch of a large 
Space telescope in the not too distant future, the story of optical 

astronomy should enter a new chapter. 

On March 22, Dr. Peter Clifford covered quite a different topic with 
"Galaxies and the History of the Universe'. In his talk Peter explained very 
clearly the different natures of ‘normal’ galaxies, 'active' galaxies and 
Quasars. The Quasars are immensely remote, and therefore ancient, very 
luminous objects thought to be the brilliant centres of galaxies. Galaxies 
are seen to crowd into enormous clusters and superclusters with vast ‘empty 
holes' hundreds of millions of light years across in between, 

The final lecture was given on April 5 by Dr. Tony Dean of the Physics 
Department of Southampton University which does much astronomical research. 
His talk was entitled 'Gamma Ray Astronomy - From Pinholes to Black Holes’. 
He reviewed in a very comprehensive way the place of gamma ray astronomy in 
the electro-magnetic spectrum. In addition he mentioned the growing 
terrestrial use of gamma rays for medicine.

favourites. The weather, capricious as now appears usual, was never so 

bad as to cause cancellation, Many Spring plants were late flowering while 
some continued over a longer period. Aquaintance was renewed with many wild 
flowers, too numerous to mention here, The most notable orchids were 0xrchis 
ustukata (Burnt tip), Ophrys sphegodes (Early spider), and Dactylonrhiza 
Aneamata (Early marsh orchid) with numerous examples of its hybridising 
habit. One early discovery was of Lathraea squamaria (Toothwort) and another, 
Leuco jum vernum (Snowflake). There was the rare Kickxia eLatine (Sharp 
leaved fluellen), Hyoscyamus niger (Henbane) and two interesting trifoliums, 
Trrpoltum arense (Haresfoot clover) and Trifolium fragiferun (Strawberry 
Clover), also significantly confirmation that Gladiolus ckhlynricus (Wild 
gladiolus) still lives in the New Forest. 

We are grateful to Mr. Collings for his illustrated and informative 
mycology talk (followed up by his fungi foray) in October which gave impetus 
to efforts in this field. The last quarter of 1985 brought some interesting 
fungi but in September 1986 the weather proved so favourable that the 
identification lists lengthened as never before. 

Again I must express my thanks to those members who so ably led our walks, 
also to Mrs. Sparkes for examining the grasses during our excursions and 
assisting at the Study Group in February when Miss Blower, Mr. Lees and Mrs. 
Leonard were very active participants. This was such a pleasant meeting that 
we have inserted two such Study Group afternoons in the programme for this 
winter, 

The Atlas to the Taurus with Dr. and Mrs. Norman was exotic and delightful. 
Then Mrs. Woodhead reminded us of our own local ecology and flowers while 
Mr. and Mrs. Parish based their beautifully illustrated talk on the work and 
journeys of John Ray, "The Father of Natural History", recording plants 
three hundred years ago, laying foundations for Linnaeus and others one 
hundred years later. Miss Bennetts surprised and amused us with her slides 
of flowers and plants of the antipodes. Mr. T. Hooker brought us back again 
to our own terrain familiarising his audience with seasonal aspects of trees. 
Mr. Whitsed's gorgeous shots of flowers and foliage were enhanced by his 
clever pictures of birds. It is appreciated that plants almost keep still 
but birds rarely do so. 

Mr. Peter Brown's film and Mr. Robin Fletcher's slides were not 
exclusively botannical but gave us insight into the life of the New Forest 
which is the venue for the majority of the Society's excursions. 

During last December Mr. David Birkinshaw gave us a most interesting talk 
about the collection of the slides of orchids and lilies of Lebanon and Syria. 
I am able to tell you that David enjoyed giving that lecture as much as we 
enjoyed receiving it. So many of our field meetings have been enriched by 
his presence. This last summer the members of the Botany Section sadly 
realised their loss in his premature death.

There were many interesting lectures in the General Section including 
two topical ones for 1986. Mr. Graham Teasdill included a biography and 
history of the times of Halley in a fascinating address, and Miss P.E. 
Winter in her lecture on Domesday Book emphasised that it had been completed 
in one year, and illustrated her talk with local references like Place Mill 
at Christchurch and Holeherst (Holdenhurst). She later took a party to see 
the Book in the exhibition at the Public Record Office. 

Mr. W.H. Lee on 'New York City’ traced the history of this great city 
where Museums and Art Galleries provide evidence of the regard for the Arts 
and the Sciences. 

Mr. Bill Whitsed's slides depicted a variety of flora and fauna of The 
Seychelles, an archipelago in the Indian Ocean, focus being on Mahe, the 
capital. 

A walk by the River Thames was the theme of Mr. L.H. Shepherd. He 
commenced his walk at London Bridge, he continued through rural countryside 
and villages and over ancient bridges, under which the course of the Thames 
meandered to its source in the Gloucestershire Cotswolds. 

Mrs. M. Sparkes spoke of her visit to Classical Greece. Slides were 
Shown of ampitheatres, temples and palaces in Athens, Delphi, Sparta, 
Epidaurus and detailed slides of Doric and Ionic columns.

Mr. K.M. Eames in his talk "A Photo Tour of the Eastern Mediterranean" 
covered several countries and special places of interest in them: the Minoan 
Palace at Knossos, 1700 B.C. in Crete; the Crusaders' castle at Bodrum; 
the excavated ruins of Ephesus, carpeted with spring flowers and the 24,000 
seat ampitheatre where St. Paul addressed The Ephesians.

The most important development in the Geology Section this year has been 
the updating and collation of the various catalogues of the Collection. 
This is a long slow job but it is hoped eventually to have a comprehensive 


catalogue with a card index cross-reference system. 


The moving spirit behind all this is Mr. Justin B. Delair, B.Sc., 
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Honorary Curator of Southampton University's Geological Collections, In the 
course of his work here he has found many valuable items of scientific interest 
which have not been figured in the literature. This means that interested 
scholars and researchers are probably unaware of their existence. 

In company with many other museums, that of the Society contains the 
remains of mammoths from various localities in southern England. Some of 
these come from the lower Avon valley in Hampshire, and include specimens 
previously noticed in the literature. Recent studies of this material, 
relative to the current reorganisation of the Society's fossil collections, 
revealed unrecorded additional details of scientific significance respecting 
certain original discoveries, as well as hitherto unnoticed remains 
representing other finds from elsewhere in the Avon valley. The following 
paper summarises all the known discoveries and provides a bibliographic 
guide to what has been published about these fossil elephants to date. 

We are indebted to Mr, Delair for this contribution and for his interest 
in our Collection to which he has devoted much time and very considerable 
knowledge during the year.

THE FOSSIL ELEPHANTS OF THE LOWER AVON VALLEY, HAMPSHIRE 


by J.B. Delair 


Introduction 


The surface deposits forming the lower stretch of the picturesque Avon 
valley between Salisbury and the coast consist mostly of alluvial silts and 
terrace gravels similar to those in many other river valleys in southern 
Britain. These deposits, especially the gravels, have occasionally yielded 
the remains of large mammals of late Pleistocene age. As the Pleistocene 
period itself is widely believed to have ended about 11,000 years ago, all 
these remains are thus older than that date, 

Among the animals found as fossils in these gravels have been at least 
two kinds of those extinct elephants popularly known as mammoths (figs. 1 
and 2). The known discoveries of these impressive creatures in the lower 
Avon gravels are reviewed in this paper, which, as well as recording three 
previously unnoticed discoveries, provides new information about an 
imperfectly reported find from 1930 and correlates all these with still 
earlier finds dating from last century. That a proper account of these 
discoveries should appear in these Proceedings is singularly appropriate 
since some of the most important of these remains are still preserved in 
the Society's museum. 


_ The Ibsley Discoveries 
(a) The 1930 Find 


In 1930, Henry Bury reported the then recent discovery of a ‘mammoth tusk' 
in the Pleistocene gravels near Ibsley 1, an event mentioned the following 
_ year by Heywood Sumner but without additional details 2. In 1945, William 
C. Simmons furnished further information, namely that other fragments of the 

tusk had come to light, that the tusk had been found near the bridge at 

_ Ibsley, and that its remnants were preserved in the Society's museum 3. 
| Twenty years later, A.T. Morley-Hewitt referred to this find as a ~' bone! 
_of a mammoth 4, which, while strictly correct, scarcely conveyed the interest 
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of the discovery. Still more details were supplied in 1972, when Heywood 
Sumner stated that the original find had been made in September 1930, that 
it involved a portion of a large tusk, and that this disintegrated upon 
attempted retrieval 5. 

The foregoing are apparently the only published references to the 
Ibsley mammoth find of 1930. 

As Simmons recorded, the tusk fragments are now in the Society's 
palaeontological collection, registered as BNSS 0075/a-o, although as the 
following details disclose, neither he nor the other authors who referred 
to the find adequately documented or did justice to the real significance 
of the original discovery. 

A series of letters and sketches preserved in the Society's archives 
reveal that the precise site was a gravel pit about 100 yards west of 
St. Martin's Church, Ibsley, immediately adjacent to the east bank of the 
Avon (fig. 3). Now all but obliterated and grassed over, the outlines of 
the pit are still traceable at grid ref. SU 094.148. In 1930 it was worked 
by Messrs Hine Brothers of Gillingham, Dorset. 

Correspondence from Mr. E.C. Hine to William Simmons dated August 1945 
furnishes otherwise unrecorded additional details of very considerable 
interest. For example, Hine stated that several teeth and various greatly 
decayed pieces of bone were found near and at the same level as the tusk, in 
gravel about 10 feet below ground-level, and that all appeared to belong to 
one animal. Two drawings (figs. 4 and 5) made at the time show the actual 
disposition of the tusk in the gravel before attempted retrieval and a cross 
section view of the tusk as it lay in the gravel. Both indicate that a 
portion of an exceedingly large tusk was found, and that this very probably 
belonged to that part which joined the skull proper. If so, the close 
proximity of teeth in the gravel is thus readily explained, and it may be 
Surmised that the teeth were upper molars. Possibly the decayed pieces of 
bone were remnants of the upper jaw. 

Hine added that he still had one of the teeth in 1945, but failed to 
mention the fate of the others. Attempts by the writer to trace the 
whereabouts of this tooth have so far been unsuccessful, although a further 
fragment of the tusk has been located in the collection of fossils 
maintained by the Hampshire County Museum Service at Chilcomb House, 
Winchester. This fragment (reg.no: HCMS G.1984.886), presented by the late 
J.B. Calkin, had previously formed part of the Druitt collection. The 
Surviving fragments of this tusk at Bournemouth and Winchester, however, show 
that the greater part of even the portion discovered has not survived, and 
without the drawings represented by figs. 4 and 5 the great size of this 
individual would be almost impossible to determine. 

It is clear, therefore, that the individual disinterred at Ibsley in 
September 1930 was considerably more complete than past literature indicates: 
and, aS complete mammoth skeletons are extremely rare in Britain, where 
isolated or detached bones and teeth are the norm, the discovery of associated 
remains at Ibsley was undoubtedly an event of some note. Due to the failure 
to collect and preserve all the remains encountered in 1930, the limitations 
of the surviving fragments make generic identification difficult. The loss of 
the teeth, diagnostically so very useful, is especially regrettable, and it is 
to be hoped that they may yet be located. Nonetheless, the meagre details 
afforded by the tusk fragments and the drawings by Mr. Hine suggest that the 
hairy mammoth (Mammuthus primigenius) is represented. This, however, is not 
certainly established. 


(b) The 1978 Discovery 


Tusk fragments belonging to the ancient straight-tusked elephant, 
Pakaeoloxodon antiquus, were found in August 1978 in (or on the surface of) 
silty blue clay directly underlying Pleistocene gravel in a gravel pit worked 
by the Amey Roadstone Corporation Ltd. on what was formerley Ibsley airfield. 
The airfield lay due south of Ibsley village, being centred on grid ref. 
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SU 085.155. The exact position of the find-spot occurred at SU 092,158, and 
the tusk fragments are now preserved at Chilcomb House, registered as 20/1979 
(1) (2). 

Usually regarded as an older type of elephant present in deposits often 
accorded a higher antiquity than those yielding remains of Mammuthus 
prunigentus, Palaeoloxodon antiquus is nevertheless. occasionally found with the 
hairy mammoth, andthe fact that these tusk fragments occurred some 6 metres 
below ground level (fig.6) may not be particularly significant. Both the 
1930 and the 1978 finds at Ibsley occurred in low terrace gravels (fig.7). 
The tusk fragments apparently come from near the middle part of the tusk, 
and represent a hitherto unpublished discovery. 


Finds at Ashford and Fordingbridge 


E.T. Stevens's report of 1868 on fossil mammalian remains preserved in 
the Blackmore Museum, Salisbury (now the Salisbury and South Wilts Museum), 
constituted the first reference to the occurrence of such relics at 
Fordingbridge 6. Stevens, however, did not specify the nature of the fossils, 
but remedied that two years later when he noted that molars and tusks, then 
lodged in the Salisbury collection and assigned to Mammuthus prunigentus, 
were known from nearby Ashford 7. These remains were almost certainly found 
sometime between 1864 when Stevens, who published a catalogue of the 
contents of the Blackmore Museum that year 8, failed to list them, and 1868 
when he presumably included them among unspecified "mammalian remains" from 
Fordingbridge. 

In 1870 Thomas Codrington mentioned the discovery of molars of Mammuthus 
pruntgentus in gravels some 40 feet above river level at Fordingbridge 9. 
These seem to have been those recorded by Stevens from Ashford. The — 
interchangeability in these records of the name of the fossil-yielding locality 
is explained by the fact that the Ashford molars and tusks came from an old 
gravel pit by the railway station (now disused) -- situated approximately 3 
mile west of Fordingbridge town centre on the B3078 road at Ashford -- 
officially named Fordingbridge Station 10, ll. 

Clement Reid also briefly referred to these finds in 1902, but without 
further details 12. On March 31st, 1887, a solitary tooth of Mammuthus 
pruntgentus was discovered in gravel, ten feet below the surface, on the south 
Side of the new Union Workhouse at Fordingbridge 13. Ernest Westlake 
subsequently noted that the specimen was an upper molar weighing 11 lbs., 
that it lay in sandy gravel just below water-level, and was exceptionally 
well preserved 14. By the time Morley-Hewitt mentioned this discovery, the 
name of the original site had changed to 'The Bartons' and its capacity to 
an infirmary 15. 

Although Stevens, in 1870, listed the Ashford remains as being exhibited 
in case A2 of the Blackmore Museum 16, they are no longer identifiable in the 
Salisbury collection and, as part of a policy of repatriating non-Wiltshire 
fossils in that collection during the 1950s, were probably transferred to a 
Hampshire fossil repository. There are certainly undocumented mammoth 
teeth and tusk fragments in the Salisbury collection today, but none 
apparently correspond with those mentioned from Ashford, and it must be 
assumed that the Ashford material is no longer at Salisbury. Several 
undocumented mammoth molars and tusk remnants also occur in collections at 
Southampton and Winchester, and the Society's own museum contains additional 
undocumented teeth, so it is possible but far from certain that some of these 
may be the specimens found over one hundred years ago at Ashford. The same 
unsatisfactory history surrounds the 1887 discovery at Fordingbridge. At 
present, however, one can only conclude that all these remains are now lost 
or misplaced.

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The Westover Tooth 


An imperfect small mammoth molar, labelled Westover in pencil, exists in 
the palaeontological collection of the Department of Geology at Southampton 
University, where it is registered as SOTUG 16964. In the absence of any 
British settlement named Westover 17, it may be reasonably inferred that this 
label refers to Westover Farm situated at grid ref. SU 044.141, on the Dorset 
bank of the Avon less than a mile west-south-west of Ringwood. Pleistocene 
gravels, like those elsewhere yielding fossil mammalian bones, occur nearby. 
Unfortunately the history of the discovery of this tooth is unrecorded. The 
tooth itself evidently represents Mammuthus primigenius. 

If the geographical location of Westover has been correctly placed then 
Westover Farm becomes a new Dorset locality for mammoth remains and the tooth 
a hitherto unpublished record from the lower Avon valley. 


Discoveries Along The Channel Coast 


The Avon presently debouches into the English Channel at Christchurch, 
although formerly it did $o on a more southerly coastline long eroded away and 
now situated beneath the sea. It should be no surprise, therefore, that the 
gravels anciently accumulated by the early Avon as part of its original 
valley deposits now extend right to the present coastline both east and west 
of Christchurch, and that they occasionally yield the bones of Pleistocene 
animals. 

As long ago as 1852, the reverend John H. Austen recorded the occurrence 
of mammoth teeth in the "alluvial gravels" capping Hordle Cliff, Hampshire 18. 
Referring to them merely as 'Elephas' - a common practice then - Austen did 
not identify the specimens generically. Thus, because they have since been 
lost or misplaced, we cannot now say whether the teeth represented 
Palaeokoxodon antiquus or Mammuthus primigentus. 

Finally, a molar apparently belonging to Mammuthus prunigentus is known 
from the Pleistocene clays near Boscombe pier, Dorset. Discovered in 1914, 
and now preserved at Chilcomb House, Winchester, where it is registered 
HCMS G.1984.885, this specimen must also have been deposited when the 
original Avon valley extended further south. As far as is known, no record 
of this discovery has been published before. 


Summary 


This short survey reveals that at least seven separate mammoths have been 
found down the years in the lower Avon valley - one at Asford, one at 
Fordingbridge, two at Ibsley, one each at Westover Farm and Hordle Cliff, and 
one near Boscombe pier. The hairy mammoth (Mammuthus primigentus) appears to 
have been the most commonly met with, but the ancient straight-tusked 
elephant (Palaeoloxodon antiquus) has also come to light, even though in no 
instance has anything approaching an entire skeleton been encountered. 

Overall, the picture is a rather dismal one of an unawareness of, or an 
indifference to, the intrinsic importance of these finds, Certainly this was 
not so last century, and it is most regrettable that so much of the earlier 
material has since been lost or misplaced. 

On a brighter note, it is encouraging that part of what is probably still 
the single most important discovery, that of 1930 at Ibsley, survives in the 
Society's museum, and that in recent years, particularly since the organised 
curation of the fossils at Chilcomb House in the late 1970s, a renewed 
interest has developed in these bygone elephants of the Avon valley. This, 
it is hoped, will lead to further discoveries in due course augmenting those 
recorded here. ; 

These elephants, of course, did not live in isolation. They shared their 
environment with the woolly rhinoceros, a very large horse, bison, deer, and 
other mammals, remains of all of which have been found at various places 
along the lower Avon valley. Theirs, however, is another story.

In October 1985 members collected fungi from the garden then, supervised 
by Mr. Lees and Mrs. Leonard, identified and examined them under the 
microscope. It was a fascinating afternoon when ten fungi were identified. 

He 
found time to name two of our Rhododendrons on a quick tour of the garden and 
showed interest in our new plants, (however, we are too tidy: ) 

Confined to hospital Mr. Uphill was unable to give his talk prior to a 
visit to the Upper Gardens. At short notice, Mrs. Obee gave us a talk 
illustrated with beautiful slides and in June conducted a party round the 
Upper Gardens. Like other Chairmen I was grateful that a member of the 
Society not only willingly but admirably filled the gap. 

Labels in the Garden constantly disappear in spite of strong new material 
kindly supplied by Mr. Colyer. Is it squirrels or pixies? 

The long hard winter kept plants looking very bleak late into spring. 
However, only Azara lanceolata died. In midsummer the tail end of hurricane 
Charlie did the garden no good at all; some shrubs dropped their leaves in 
protest but that's gardening - always a problem. 

After much hard work we have finally got rid of the old rubbish heap, a 
major achievement. 

The Ericaceae family do well at "39". The newly planted Rhododendron 
nobleanum album, Pieris firecnest, Gaultheria rupestris and nummulartordes 
Chamaedaphne calyculata, Phyllodoce and that gem of a plant Zenobsa 
pulverlenta, all new this year, belong to this group. 

We welcome the help given to us by Mr. Garlinge, and to the "Garden Team", 
I can only say - Thank you for your help, kindness and friendship.

The first event was a visit to the Atomic Energy Research Establishment at 
Harwell under the guidance of Mr. H.A. Cole, .to whom we have been indebted for 
several previous lectures. Diagrams demonstrated different types of reactor, 
and the tour of two reactors in operation aroused great interest. 

Also in October, Mr. Langford of Marchwood Engineering Laboratories showed 
a film discussing the issues, scientific and political, of acid rain caused by 
the solution from the atmosphere of oxides of nitrogen from vehicle exhausts, 
and oxides of sulphur caused by the burning of coal in power stations. 

Mr. F. Oldham in November completed Part II of his discourse on the Sounds 
of Musical Instruments, dealing with various classes of instruments, including 
the human voice. 

Mr. B.L. McGarvie of Sieger Ltd. lectured in January on the necessity of 
measuring the concentration of flammable gases in the atmosphere in order to 
prevent possible explosion, or the concentration of toxic gas to prevent 
poisoning. He traced instruments back to the year 1473. He demonstrated 
modern detection equipment, and discussed modern safety legislation. 

Once again we called upon Mr. H.A. Cole of A.E.R.E. who covered the whole 
range of uses of Radio Isotypes, including medical uses, metallurgical 
testing, thickness and level measurement, and tracing leaks. 

In March Mr. T. Howke and Mr. N. Richards of British Telecom presented a 
lecture on the digital transmission of Information through Optical Fibres, 
illustrated by examples of the type of cable now in use, and the particular 
advantages of speed and clarity of message, and size of cable. 

The Society now has a new and capable Chairman of the Physics and 
Chemistry Section, Mr. L.E. Colyer. I feel sure we can look forward to very 
interesting lectures and visits under his guidance.

At about this time unfortunately Mr. Crawshaw became indisposed, and after 
some eleven years of a marathon and illuminating chairmanship he handed over 
the chair, which I have accepted as the B.N.S.S. honour which it is. 

Mr. Milborrow from the C.E.G.B. gave an interesting lecture in April, 
mainly concerned with the growth of wind - power generators, which are of 
massive dimensions these days and may well be of great service to mankind by 
providing pollution-free energy in the not so distant future. 

On the last day of September twenty members went to the Ordnance Survey 
Department at Maybush, near Southampton. We were welcomed by Mr. Kennedy 
who described some of the intricacies of map making and were then taken on an 
even more interesting tour of the printing presses, where huge quantities of 
maps poured forth with our own Bournemouth amongst them. 

The section has been fortunate to receive recently a gift of minerals and 
chemicals from the Brook collection at the Lansdowne Technical College, some 
of which were exhibited on Open Day. Mr. Whitsed, the curator, has applied 
himself generously to make room for them where photographers used to work 
darkly, but only very occasionally! 

For the future Chemistry will probably be accented more than hitherto and 


we look forward to fun as well as interest in the coming months.

Bad weather during the spring of 1986 had a serious effect on some 
species of butterflies = the Small Tortoiseshell (A. urticae) was 
particularly badly hit, with few individuals seen during the summer. The 
beginning of August saw the arrival of large numbers of Small Whites 
(P. xapae) and Large Whites (P. brassicae). A few rare migrants were 
reported in the area including a Bordered Straw (H. peltigera) on July 12th. 

On the whole, the weather was kind to this section, the success of whose 
field meetings is so dependent on the day being warm and sunny. During the 
year's meetings, 31 species of butterflies were seen. Notable finds were a 
fine valezina form of the Silver-washed Fritillary (A. paphia), a good colony 
of Essex Skippers {T. Lineola), and a large batch of eggs of the Marsh 
Fritillary (E. auwrinia). The dragonfly meeting recorded 6 species, including 
the Southern Blue Damselfly (C. mercuriale). 

October 1985 saw the welcome return of Dr. Jeremy Thomas, from Furzebrook 
Research Station, who gave us a fascinating account of the association between 
ants and several species of Lycaenid butterflies, including the Large Blue 
(M. arion), and the Alcon Blue (M. acon), his talk being illustrated by 
superb slides. The December talk dealt with a selection of the vast range 
of insects found in Natal, South Africa, and in May the talk covered 8 of the 
Orders in the Class Insecta.

A full programme of Field Meetings was arranged for 1985/86, and with 
the exception of the visit to the Chew Valley Reservoirs in February which 
was cancelled owing to weather conditions (the lakes were completely iced 
over), and a coach trip to the Wildfowl Trust Grounds at Arundel in January, 
which was postponed until March for the same reason, an enjoyable and 
successful year has been completed. 

We visited Arne and Shipstall Point in Poole Harbour in November. A 
Substantial hide has now been built overlooking the harbour, and with careful 
calculation of tides it is possible to see good numbers of waders on the mud. 
This year we saw a large flock of Black Tailed Godwit. 

Waders and duck in plenty are to be found on Farlington Marshes in 
November, and we were fortunate to see a female Hen Harrier quartering the 
marshes and also a Short-eared Owl, one of several that winter there. 

We generally visit the Beaulieu Road area of the New Forest during the 
winter, and in December saw a fair-sized party of Crossbills feeding in pine 
trees near the car park, the cock birds looking very colourful. 

As a change from forest and marshland we walked through the fields at Avon 
and Sopley in early January, and were rewarded with big flocks of Fieldfare 
and Redwing (the northern thrushes), also Siskins with one Redpoll, near the 
village. 

By February the weather had become bitterly cold with snow and icy 
conditions. However a party of 17 Members watked over the marshes at Calshot 
and were able to find 6 Scaup duck in the water and a good number of wading 
birds. 

By March the weather had improved and become warmer, and we were able to 
make the postponed coach trip to the Wildfowl Trust Grounds at Arundel. On 
the way we stopped by the marsh at Farlington. The weather was beautiful and 
the day much enjoyed. 

We had a particularly good meeting at Keyhaven on the 18th March seeing 
Ruff, Spotted Redshank, Greenshank, Black-tailed Godwit, Jack Snipe and 
another Short-eared Owl. 4 Wheatears made their spring appearance. 

Migrant birds were late arriving this year, and we particularly noticed 
this at Durlston Head at the end of April -- where 1 Whitethroat only had 
been reported by the Warden at the Field Centre. We did, however, see 
Wheatear and Willow-warbler. 

Weather conditions - early mist clearing to sunny by 11.00 a.m. - appeared 
to have produced a fall of small birds at Winspit when we arrived at 10.30 a.m. 
in May, and we found a large number of migrants - Garden warblers, Blackcap, 
Whitethroat, Lesser Whitethroat, Spotted flycatchers, and, most pleasing of 
all, 2 Corn buntings singing on the wire fences. 

Mr. and Mrs. R.D. Boardman led a summer meeting to Beaulieu Road in June, 
and were fortunate to see a Hobby fly past as they came back over the heath. 

Stanpit Marsh has become an excellent place to study the Kestrel. 5 
birds could be seen in the air together in August, with 1 Hobby amongst them, 
catching insects with its feet. 

Our September meeting to Durlston was considerably more rewarding than the 
spring one. Shearwaters and Gannets were seen flying over the sea, hundreds 
of swallows were moving across the downs, Whitethroat, Blackcap, Redstart 
and Whinchat were in the bushes. 

One of our Members, Mr. John Elgood, gave us an extremely interesting 
lecture on Bird Migration on Saturday, December 7th, one of the most 
absorbing aspects of bird study. 

In conclusion I would like to say how grateful I am to those Members who 
have led Field Meetings for me, and to everyone who has helped me in the 
planning and running of our Section.
